Management of Property Alleged 
To Be Extravagant 


AN INCREASE IN SALARIES 


Railroad Commission in Answer toe 

Central Snuit 

Says Reduction Rates 
Has Increased Amount 

of Business 


for Injunction

In making answer to the complaint 
of the Central of Georgia railroad 
against the enforcement of circular 
34, issued by the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, reducing the passenger rate in 
the state from 3 to 2 I-2 cents a mile, 
S. G. McLendon, chairman, and his as- 
sociates of the state railroad commis- 
sion, Attorney Genera} Hart and Spe- 
cial Attorney J. K. Hines have gone 
minutely into every detail set out by 
the railroad company in its petition 
for an injunction. 

The response by the state officers says 
with emphasis that the Central of Geor- 
gia railroad has been handled with @ 
marked extravagance, and an absoluts 
disregard of economy in any sense of 
the word whatever. 

In replying to section seven, in which 
the company alleges that the reduced 
passenger rate has brought about a re- 
duced income, the answer says that the 
reduction on rates has largely aug- 
mented the income by increasing the 
amount of business done. The paper 
then recites the fact that previous to 
May |, 1880, the passenger fares in 
Georgia were 5 cents the mile per pas- 
senger. On that date the rate was re- 
duced to 4 cents the mile, at which it 
stood for one year, during which time 
the gross receipts from passenger earn- 
ings showed a decided increase, One 
year later, the paper says, the rate was 
reduced to 3 cents, at which it stood 
until circular 334 brought it down to 
2 !-2 cents. The 3-cent era showed 
an increase, that increase being due to 
an augmentation of business in that 
line. For the fiscal year of 1880 ie 
Central earned on the Savannah, the 
Atlanta and the Southwestern divisions 
$608,927.81 from passenger travel. [or 
1881, after the rate had been reduced 
from 5 to 4 cents the mile, the earn- 
ings from passengers were $657,/ 29.82, 
and in 1884, when the rate was 3 cents 
the mile, the earnings were ~395,538.18. 


Greater Earning Alleged.

Circular Letter Is Sent Out 
by Immigration 
Bureau. 


Ex-Governor W. J. Northen in re- 
ceipt of a communication from T. V. 
Powderly, chief of the bureau of im-| 
migration and naturalization, Washing-| 


ton, D. C., In which he incloses a copy | 
of a circular letter which is being sent | 
Out to assist the’ farmers throughout | 
the country in securing any help they 
might wish through the immigration 
bureau. In the same letter ex-Gover- 
nor Northen igs requested to send to the 
bureau the names of any employers | 
who may need help of any kind. 

In the circular letter, which is given, 
in full, section 40 of the acts of con- 
fress is quoted. The letter is as fol- 
lows: | 

Sir: Throtgh the courtesy of the bureau of 
Statistics of the department of agriculture. 
the division of information of the bureau of 
immigration and naturalization of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor directs youf at- 
tention to section 40 of the act of congress 
‘“‘to regulate the immigration of aliens into 
the United States,’’ approved February 20, 
1907, reading ‘in part as follows: 

“Section 40. Authority is hereby given the 
commissioner genera] of immigration to 
establish, under the direction and control of 
the secretary of commerce and labor, a di- 
vision of information in the bureau of im- 
migration and naturalization. and the secre- 
tary of commerce and labor shal! provide such 
clerical assistance ag wiay be necessary. It 
shall be the duty of said division to promote 
® beneficial distribution af aliens admitted 
into the United States among the several 
States and territories desiring immigration. | 
Correspondence shall be had with the proper : 
officials of the states and territories, and 
said division shall gather from all avallable 
Sources useful information regarding the re- 
sources, products and physical characteristics 
of each state and territory and shall publisb 
such information in different languages and 
distribute the publication among all admitted 
aliens who may ask for such information at 
the immigration stations of the United States 
and to such other persons as may desire the 
Same.’’, 

In order to carry out the object of the sec- 
tion of the act above quoted the division of 
information is seeking to get into direct com- 
munication with all of the farmers in the 
United States who may wish to employ farm 
labor or domestics. or who have lands for 
sale or for rent, with a view to,ylearning 
from them what their needs are and the de- 
tails of the same. We are addressing you 
because it tg believed that you will be glad to 
render assistance along these lines. 

The division will be pleased to have you 
aid it by letting the farmers of your town- 
ship know of its existence, its object, what 
information it wishes to secure and inviting 
them to write to it of their needs. Should you 
be willing to aid the division a supply of the 
different blanks will be sent to you for dis- 
tribution among those who may have use for 
the same. It would also aid the division If 
you will from time to time forward lists of 
those in your township who may desire help 
of any kind, 

It frequently occurs that desirable persons 
who are seeking work have not sufficient 
funds to pay their fare to any distant point. 
and should you or your acquaintances fill out 
blanks, the question in regard to the willing- 
ness to advance transportation expenses, in 
case of necessity, should be answered. 

In dealing with the alien, we must include 
the unemployed citizen as well; for in the 
over-populated distriets many who have be- 
come citizens are ag ignorant of the oppor- 
tunities for bettering’ their condition else- 
where as are the newly-admitted aliens,.Re- 
spectfully, z.

BACON AND CLAY 
MADE PROTESTS 


Against Executive Departments 
Spending Money Not 
Appropriated. 


February 4—When the 
urgent deficiency ap- 
propriation bill relating to executive 
departments was reached in the sen- 
ate today, Mr. Bacon of Georgia in- 
quired concerning the operation of the 
law prohibiting executive departments 
from incurring liabilities for which ap- 
propriation is not made. 

Mr. Hale explained that the law of 
1906 had made such a prohibition, but 
he added there is an exception in favor 
of the war department and navy de- 
partment.
